Messrs Edvlors :—1o my last | brietly stated that our re-
giment was enga ged in the skirmisk at Moreton’s Ford, en
sunday, Oct. 11ta. Allow me through your paper to give
something like a detailed account of that affair. The cav-
alry ia their reports having left vs (the-intantry) entirely
out of the question, and nolding tho maxim, **lst jusiice be
dons though the heavens fall,”” we are in for cur share.

‘thie male army bavirg moved a day or two previous by
the way of Madison £, K., our (Johnson's) brigade was
left on the Kapidan to bring up the rear and rejoin our di-
vision at au agreed point. Accordingly on the morniag of
the 11th, we made prepa:ation to cross the river. The 20th
regiment, commauded by Col. Toon, and five compsuies of
the 12th regiment, commanded by Col. Coleman at More-
ton’'s Ford, and the 5th regiment commaaded by Lt. Coj.
Lee, the 23:d regimens by Uapt. Beapert, and five compa-
pies of the 12th regiment by Col Davis, at Racccon Ford.
a few miles above—Lthe whole commauded by Col. T. K,
Gerrett.

A considerable force of Yackee cavalry, it seems, were
intending to cross the river at the same ume at these two
soints, snd had socceeded at the lower ford, (Moreton’s,)
where ('ol/s. Toon and Coleman were preparing 10 meet
them, when we were reinforced by a brigade ot Vitzhugh
Lee's cavairy. A sharp fight ensued, lasting about two
hones, in whick our harpshooters did most, though &ll did
their auty vobly. xenkees got two pigces scrosa the
river, wuich were goekiy eleucad by ours; acd their
whole force put to flight justin timre to save themselves
from being captured, aiuus: to wmnun, by Col. Garrett,
who had routed them o Lhe lelt snd was coming down on
the other side ot Lh2 river. A rucning fight .uwow emnsued,
which lasted until nearly night, and resulted in the total
route ot the Yunkees, driviog them with considerable loss
beyoud Brandy Station. ‘fLus ended our day's work, with
put slight loxs on our side, while a cons:derabie number of
the enemy were kilied and captured.

Qur cavalry, whatever may have been said to the con-
trary, acted nobly in this afair, which, to say Lhe least, bhas
restilied in driviog the enemy beyond the Keppahapuuck,
ard the posiiion .8 now leid by cur troups.

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From the Ikchmerd Saatizel.
A licview of the War,

S0 absoirbing is the interest arogszd by each of the
great battles aud promineut ipcidents of the war, that
we ere prene to look only at disunct facts ; and,
consequeantly, our opinicus of Lie progress and manage-
ment of the contest generally partake of the feeinngs
which event is calculated separately to ivspire.

A more extended examination of the resalts of mili-
tary operations will not ba found unmteresting or un-
profitable, a1 d will enable us better to appreciate the
value ol what has been done, as well as to form a fairer
judgment of the services of those entrusted with the di-
rection of allairs. Such areview will, we think; sfford
just reason to believe, that the blood and treasure that
have beea expended, the suflerings, losses and hardships
tisit have been endured, bave not been in vain ; and
jastify the hope, that we approach a successiul issue ol
the siruggle. We trust thut what we shall say (and we
shall endeavor to cocfioe curselves to undisputed facts,
and such icferences as they fairly warrant,) may cheer

tbe degponding, it any tbere be, apimate all with re-
vewed coufidence in the patriotisio and capacity of our
public agents, a firmer {uith in our ultimate success, and,
above ali, iugpire a deeper and more reverentinl senso
of ihe debl of gratitule we owe to Llim, to whom alore
velopg the issucs of battles and the destiny of States.

The subject can be best presentee by comparing the
present condition of aflairs with that presented by the
campaigu ol 1862, the period of the euemy’s greatest
strengih.

‘I'ue firsit battle of Maonssas opened the eyes of the
Lincoln Government to the magnitude of tue worle it
bad undertaken, and all its energics were devoted to its
accomphstmett. ‘The people of toe North, with aopar-

sal of their rulers the entire resgurcee of the country.
{here weie men without stint, and credit withoa. limii;
emd tbe eontinent resouuded with the notes of prepar-
ation for a gigantic war by land avd sea. 'I'he autumn

while their dock yards hasteped to cover tha waters with
an invuleerable and an inviecible bavy.

Abont the end of February, 1862, tke storm broke,
aud a horde as pumerous and as savage is the “North-
ern Hive” once poured upon Southern Ecrope, was
precipitated upon the States of the Confederacy.

1t is ucnecessery to trace events in the order of their
occurrence, 68 we are ouly corecrued with the geaaral
resuit.

'Tbe batt'es arcuvd Richmond causzd the recsil of
tke main body of Ges. Burpside’s grmy from North
Carolina, and was the beginning of that system of con-
ceptration which the losses of the enemy compelled him
to adopt. Tbe Federal force in tbat State hss nevir
gince been strong epough to prosecute the proj-ct of
invasion. lmmediately after those battles, the forzes
of Generals McDowell, Fremont and Banks, with re.
inforcements from Wachington and Maryland, were
united under Gen. Pope. The campaizn in Noithern
Virgigia lollowed, and causcd the withdrawal of Geus.
Burpside and McClellan from the Pecinsula ; and, a'so,
g0 large a part of the army of Gen. Cox frum Western
Virginis, 1that the enemy hes never since Leea able to
sct seriously on the offensive in that quarter.  All these
tioops were brought to the supperi of I'cpe and the
defence of Washingten, and all kurled back, crushed
and broken, upon that capital.

A call was made by Mr. Lincola for two hundred
thousand additional troops to serve for nine mon'bs,
and theuzh a copsiderable number was obtaiued, the
failure of uenrly every State to furnish its qosta, gave
the first indication of an abstement of the eathusicsm |
of the North. The lcsscs iuflicted npon the enemy in
the Marylasd campaign were 8o severe, that when Geun.
McClellan re-entered Virginia, it was not deemed pru-
dept to retarn any considerable number of the troops
that had tezs concentrated under his con maud, to the
districts from which they bed been drawn. ‘lhe bat-
tles of Fred rickeburg and Chancellorsvilic showdd
that this coacentrated army was insuflicient to perforin
tbe duty assigoed toit. 'The Pennsylvania campeizn
reduced it still farther, and after its return to Virgioia,
b.fore any part of it had been sent to tie West, it did
not venture to act on the agzressive. 'Tae Valley, too,
with the exceptios cf the immediate linc of tue Halti-
more ard Ohio Railroad, was entirely evecuated. The
peccssities of Gen. Rosecravz, of which, we shall pre-
sently speak, could only be supplizd by a farther deple-
tion of the Army of the Potomac, end a3 the third
year of the war draws to ils close, notwithstunding all
acceesions from the draft, and the various reqmsitions
of Mr. Lincoly, the force of the enemy in Virginis,
with the exceptions of some small garrizons, bos dwin
dled down to the army that recently fled before the ad-
vance of Gen. Lee, himsell weakened by scnding a large
detachment to the Sonthwest.

Such, in short, bzs been the result of the war ic Vir-

ginia.
A brief examinstion will show that tle indecisive
advantages obtained by the enemy 1n the Southwes.,
bave been attended with a correspending marked de-
ercase of strength.

As has been said, the Federal armies in the West,

during the first and sccond years of the war, carried ou
their operations independently of each other. Saea s
no longer the case. With the gid of their vessels, sud
with the facility of eafe and easy liues of commuuica-
tion, they succeeded in torcing back car armies, and
guining some important succesces. But the ceduction
of Vicksburg leit Gen. Graut unabie to resume the of-
fensive in Missicsippi, and the dissster of Gen. Rose-
craps compeiled hium to call to his support reinforce-
mentsinot only from Gen. Meode, but also from Gen.
Grant, and the army in Arkansas, thar reducieg the
strength of three armies to iusure the ea'cty of
fourth.
It iz not pretended that there are not cusugh troops
left on the Mississippi to invade Louisianz, vuu cven to
euter Texazs ; batit cannot be supposcd that the num
ber is adequate to occopy, even impericetly, those vast
regicos, or thut they carf maintain themselves in tie in-
terior of the country, except on navigable waiers, with-
out large reinforcements.

These facts show very plaioly that the stevgh of
the encmy, notwitbstanding all the aceessious it Las re-

wal

slieled unanimity and enthasiasm, placed at the dispo-

aud winter were consumed gathering and discipliniog
armies, und collecting supplies of every description,

ceived, hus been largely reduced ; while ou theother
hand, his need of & numerous army is even greater than
in the beginniong of the war.

In Virginia, bis losses Lave not been prodaciive of
any corresponding gains. The tatk eessyed ‘without
success by two bundred ar® tc1 thousand men remaius,
with all its dificulties, to be performed by scarcely mor
than one-third of that number. :

In the West, he bas therefore had the sssistasee of
his navy, with comparatively sate lines of communica-
tion by water. With these advantages, his strength
originally wes ouly suflicient to accomplish what be
has done, alter a long lapse of time, with great uffort,
and with heavy loss. Now be has a military poswer to
overcome at least as great as any he has yet enconp.or-
ed, while be will bz comp:lied to depend upon his land
forces alone, from whicii large detachments mast be
made to guard long lines of communication. and ocen-
py the extensive districts in bis rear, overran it iy trus,
but far from conquerred.

Iu view of the military difficulties alone, it i3 sio to
say, that to give him asy rcasopable hope of succcss
the enemy requires an army at Jesst as large as that
with which he began tbe campaign of 1562, 1t we look.
at the means in bis possession to raise (s feree, the
goral effcet of all that bas been done wil become ap-
parent. It is true that the resources of tie North 1o
men are still great, acd in military supphes, are not
materially impaired ; but its credit is, and, without a
hearty avd enthusiastic support of the war by its peo-
ple, euch as marked the beginndog of the coniest, tiose
resources are like a steam engive witbout steam. Un-
questionably that spirit has nearly éxpired. We do
pot refer to the elections as indicating the growth of a
peace pariy, though they do show a great chapge 1o
popular sentiment ; but we point to ke adepticn ol
compulsory measures 1o obtain men, the ojpesition
which these measures have encountered, aud the almest
total fallure in which they have reealted.

A resort to conscription was an ncmissicn of the
decay of the spirit of volanteering ; the partizl and
unsuccessfal execation of that law, proves bow utpopau-
lar it is; apd a retorn to the gystem (already tried
with poor suceess,) of calling npon the States to raise
the'r quotas by volanteericg, shows that Mr. Lincoln
is feariul of the consequences of cnforciog the draft, as
well as doabtfal of its value as a recruitisg a.€nzy.

It must be borpe in mind, that men are to be raised
not only to recruit the thinned ranks of the armies
now in €xistence, but also to take the place of those
